EDITORIAL 


THE VERY YOUNG ©: 


The State Government regards kinder- 
gartens for pre-school children as desirable. 
The Altona Shire Council, going a step fur- 
ther, considers them: essential. The com- 
bination of these ,two interests has resulted 
in a sufficiency of substantial well-equipped 
and maintained free kindergartens in Al- 
tona. And to this partnership must be added 
the Mothers’ Club associated with each of 
the centres, who still find plenty of oppor- 
tunity and scope to assist the teacher and 
assistant. : 

In general the care of the very young 
in Altona is good. 

Five infant welfare centres, seven kin- 
dergartens and a play centre are so situated 
as to be in convenient réach of all. In addi- 
tion a dental clinic at the Homestead gives 
free service to these children. ; 

The service given to Altona’s young 
children receives considerable government 
subsidies. The remaining cost, a substantial 
araun, is a charge to the Altona Shire’Coun- 
cil. 





_ For this reason it is good to see that 
the available facilitiés are being used to 
capacity (or nearly), Perhaps more use could 
be made of the dental centre. 

The growth of Altona and diverging 
numbers in varied age groups present prob- 
lems of allocation and accommodation. These 
are to some extent being solved. ; 

- Having agreed that kindergartens ‘are 
essential the council must face up to the 
situation that no child needing kindergar- 
ten facilities shall be unplaced.

You can separate your insect pests into two 
types—the chewing type or the leaf suckers. 


November to late February. 

Woolly aphis on apples: You 
will see this on many of the old 
trees. It is clusters of small 
black insects covered with a 
white sticky thread substance. 
When this is severe use red oil 
in winter or lindane. 


To control aphid and thrip -on 
all trees use nicotine sulphate 
or malation as soon as aphids 
are noticed in spring. 

Downy mildew, a fungi dis- 
ease which grows deeply into 
the plant, shows out as a silvery 
greyish leaf. Should be treated 
with karathane or zineb. 


Before using pesticides read 
the label carefully.

I am well aware that LSD is 
used for psychological treatment 
and is not addictive but I would 
like to remind Mr. Price that 
pep pills are not addictive either 
and this fact does not prevent 
truck drivers and other people 
from killing themselves. 

At a recent murder trial in 
Melbourne it was found that a 
man stabbed a woman to death 
as a result of taking great quan- 
tities of pep pills. Also there 
was the case of a truck driver 
who went beserk in the city re- 
cently. 


However, the main point made 
by Mr. Price in his letter. was 
that LSD is not addictive. But 
this does not make it any less 
dangerous for a person can 
eause himself great harm if this 
hallucination drug is not taken 
under supervision of a psycholo- 


gist. 

When Billy Thorpe asked a 
psychologist to give him a dose 
of the drug the doctor flatly re- 
fused and I don't blame him. 
Billy should be glad that he 
doesn’t néed this kind of treat- 
ment. 







To my mind the greatest danger 
of LSD has yet to come; especi- 
ally in America.

At 
first the cost for drugs like heroin 
is low, but as the student 
weakens under the strain and 
desire for more junk so the cost 
rises. Now that LSD has hit the 
black market it is quite possible 
that these pedlars will tell stu- 
dents they are selling them LSD 
when in fact they are selling 
them an addictive drug. 

So while Australian schools 
are having liquor lessons the 
American students will have to 
have drug lessons by the looks 
of things. 


Mr. Price seems to have ob- 
tained his knowledge of drugs 
from one paperback, but I don’t 
think a hundred books would 
make one any the wiser on the 
effects of drugs addictive or non- 
addictive. 

After all, everyone is built 
differently and a dose of LSD 
or opium would probably have 
two ‘entirely different effects on 
Peter and Paul.
